4^, 
commencement  and  completion  of  its  authorized  line  of  ^2;^  ^ 
railway  may  be  extended,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  1914',  c!  75 
prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  jgjy'c'l'y 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  1919!  c!  77 
Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: —  1923!  c!  75

1.  The  Calgary  and  Fernie  Railway  Company  may  Extension 
within  two  years  from  the  passing  of  this  Act  commence  consSuction. 
the  construction  of  a  line  of  railway  which  it  was  authorized 
to  construct  by  section  seven  of  chapter  seventy-one  of 
the  statutes  of  1906,  namely: — 

From  a  point  at  or  near  the  city  of  Calgary,  in  the 
province  of  Alberta,  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
by  the  most  feasible  route  through  Kananaskis  Pass  to 
the  headwaters  of  the  Elk  River,  in  the  province  of  British 
Columbia,  thence  following  the  valley  of  the  Elk  River 
to  the  city  of  Fernie,  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia; 
and  may  within  the  said  period  expend,  including  expendi- 
ture heretofore  made,  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  its 
capital  stock  thereon  in  survey,  purchase  of  right  of  way 
and  actual  construction  work,  and  may  complete  the  said 
railway  and  put  it  in  operation  within  five  years  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act;  and  if,  within  the  said  periods 
respectively,  the  said  railway  is  not  so  commenced  and  such 
expenditure  is  not  so  made,  or  the  said  railway  is  not 
completed  and  put  in  operation,  the  powers  of  construction 
conferred  upon  the  Company  by  Parliament  shall  cease 
and  be  null  and  void  as  respects  so  much  of  the  said  railway 
as  then  remains  uncompleted:  Provided  that  the  Company  proviso, 
shall  within  two  years  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  complete 
the  construction  of  ten  miles  of  the  said  railway,  and  if 
the  Company  fails  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this 
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proviso,  the  powers  of  construction  granted  to  it  by  this 
Act  shall  cease  and  be  null  and  void.  Provided  also  that 
the  Company  shall  not  after  two  years  from  the  passing 
of  this  Act  exercise  its  powers  of  construction  granted  to 
it  by  this  Act  with  respect  to  that  part  of  the  said  railway 
extending  from  a  point  at  or  near  Sparwood  on  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Aldrich  Creek  and  the  Elk  River  without  the  consent 
in  writing  of  the  High  wood  Western  Railway  Company; 

And  provided  also  that  if  the  Company  does  not  within 
two  years  complete  the  construction  of  the  said  part  and 
the  Highwood  Western  Railway  Company  completes  the 
construction  of  that  part  of  its  line  of  railway  between  the 
two  above  described  points,  then,  notwithstanding  any- 
thing contained  in  this  Act,  the  powers  of  construction 
granted  to  the  Company  by  this  Act  shall  cease  and  be 
null  and  void  as  regards  the  said  part  of  the  railway.

miles  of  the  railway  not  later  than  the  twenty-seventh 
Execution  day  of  Juue,  1927,  shall  execute  and  dehver  not  later 
ofbond?''^'^  than  the  first  day  of  October,  1928,  to  the  Minister  of 
Railways  and  Canals  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  of  a

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.] 

TTTHEREAS  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  Preamble. 
T  ?  by  its  petition  prayed  for  the  passing  of  an  Act 
authorizing  it  to  construct  certain  fines  of  railway,  as 
hereinafter  set  forth,  and  whereas  by  a  further  petition 
it  has  prayed  for  the  passing  of  an  Act  authorizing  it  to 
acquire  and  hold  the  whole  or  part  of  the  capital  stock, 
bonds  and  other  securities  of  the  Lacombe  and  North 
Western  Railway  Company,  and  to  purchase  or  lease  the 
undertaking  of  that  company  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayers  of  the  said  two  petitions:

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that  Preamble, 
the  persons  hereinafter  named  may  be  constituted  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining

8.  (1)  The  Company  may,  but  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  navigation,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  bridge 
across  the  Detroit  river,  for  the  passage  of  pedestrians, 
vehicles,  carriages,  electric  cars,  street  cars  and  for  any 
other  like  piupose,  with  all  necessary  approaches  from  a 
point  in  the  township  of  Amderdon  in  the  comity  of  Essex 
and  province  of  Ontario  near  the  town  of  Amherstburg 
in  the  said  county,  over  the  Detroit  river  to  a  point  on 
Grosse  Isle  in  the  county  of  Wa3rQe  in  the  State  of  Michigan, 
one  of  the  United  States  of  America;  and  may  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  and  hold  such  real  estate,  including 
lands  for  sidings  and  other  equipment  required  for  the 
convenient  working  of  traffic  to,  from  and  over  the  said 
bridge  as  the  Company  thinks  necessary  for  any  of  the 
said  purposes. 

(2)  The  Company  shall  not  commence  the  actual  con- 
struction of  the  said  bridge  nor  exercise  any  of  the  powers 
conferred  for  that  purpose  by  this  Act  until  such  bridging 
of  the  Detroit  river  has  been  authorized  by  an  Act  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  and  by  all  other  necessary 
authority,  legislative  and  executive,  required  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  the 
Company's  plans  have  been  approved  by  such  authority; 
but  the  Company  may  in  the  meantime  acquire  the  lands, 
submit  their  plans  to  the  Governor  in  Council  for  approval 
and  do  all  other  things  authorized  by  this  Act.

9.  The  Company  may: — 

(a)  Expropriate  and  take  any  lands  actually  required 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  said  bridge,  or  may  expropriate  and  take  an  ease- 
ment in,  over,  under  or  through  such  lands  without  the 
necessity  of  acquiring  a  title  in  fee  simple  thereto, 
after  the  plan  of  such  lands  has  been  approved  by  the 

Governor 
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Governor  in  Council;  and  all  provisions  of  the  Railway  R-S-.  c.  no. 
Ad,  applicable  to  such  taking  and  acquisition  shall 
apply  as  if  they  were  included  in  this  Act;  and  all  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  which  are  applicable  R-S.,  c.  no. 
shall  in  like  manner  apply  to  the  ascertainment  and 
the  payment  of  the  compensation  for  or  damages  to 
land  arising  out  of  such  taking  and  acquisition,  or  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  the  works  of  the 
Company; 

(h )  in  reduction  of  the  damage  or  injury  to  any  lands  Abandon- 
taken  or  affected  by  such  authorized  works,  abandon  or 
grant  to  the  owTier  or  party  interested  therein,  any  reduce 
portion  of  such  lands,  or  any  easement  or  interest  aSSment^*^ 
therein,  or  make  any  structures,  works  or  alterations  JJ^^^^^'^^gg 
in  or  upon  its  works  for  such  purposes.    And  if  the  ^  -^^^^es. 
Company  by  its  notice  of  expropriation  or  some 
subsequent  notice,  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
arbitrators,  specify  its  decision  to  take  only  such 
easement  or  undertake  to  abandon  or  grant  such  lands 
or  easement  or  interest  in  lands,  or  to  make  such 
structures  or  works  or  alterations,  the  damages  (includ- 
ing damages,  if  any,  resulting  from  the  change  in  the 
notice  of  expropriation)   shall  be  assessed  by  the 
arbitrator  or  arbitrators  appointed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  in  view  of  such  specified  R.s.,  c.

(c)  enter  into  and  upon  any  lands,  buildings  or  structures  Right  of 
proximate  to  the  said  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  ascer-  compensation 
taining  the  state  of  repair  thereof,  and  for  devising  for  damages, 
the  best  means  of  avoiding  any  possible  damage  which 
the  execution  of  the  authorized  works  might  occasion 
thereto,  and  make  upon  or  in  connection  therewith 
any  works,  repahs  or  renewals,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  or  mitigating  any  such  damage,  and  the 
Company  shall  make  compensation  in  the  manner 
specified  in  the  Railway  Act,  to  all  persons  interested  r.s.,  c.  i7o. 
for  the  damage  sustained  by  them  (if  any)  by  reason 
of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  clause  contained;

factory understanding  of  the  subject,  and  until  the  said 
plans  and  location  are  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
the  said  bridge  shall  not  be  built  or  commenced;  and  if  any 
change  is  made  in  the  plans  of  the  said  bridge  during  its 
construction,  such  change  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  in  Council  and  shall  not  be  made  or  com- 
menced until  it  is  so  approved. 

11.  (1)  The  Company  may  issue  bonds,  debentures  or 
other  securities  in  aid  of  the  construction  herein  mentioned, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four  million  dollars. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  issue  of  such  bonds

and  in  such  manner  and  at  such  place  or  places  in  Canada, 
or  elsewhere,  and  may  bear  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing seven  per  cent  per  annum  as  the  directors  think  proper.

12.  The  Company  may  receive  by  grant  from  any

94; ' 
prayed  that  it  may  be  authorized  to  construct  and  operate  J^f^' 
an  extension  of  its  main  line  of  railway,  and  also  of  its  1922.  c.  57. 
Grande  Prairie  branch  line,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  pj.g^jjj|jjg

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Highwood  Western  Railway

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.] 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  for  the  Preamble, 
incorporation  of  a  company  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: —

merchant;  George  Harry  Webster,  member  of  the  legisla- 

tive  assembly  of  Alberta;  Albert  Earl  Aikenhead,  physician, 
John  Allan  Hunter,  coal  merchant;  Frank  Robertson 
Webster,  financier;  Robert  J.  McLaren,  coal  merchant; 
all  of  the  city  of  Calgary  in  the  province  of  Alberta,  and 
John  C.  McNabb,  coal  merchant  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg 
in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  together  with  such  persons  as 
become  shareholders  in  the  company,  are  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  '^Highwood  Western  Railway  Com-  Corporate 
pany,"  hereinafter  called  "the  Company."

Company;  the  Calgary  and  Fernie  Railway  Company;

WHEREAS  The  Nipissing  Central  Railway  Company  Preamble, 
(hereinafter  called  the  Company)  has  by  its  petition  HqI]  l[ 
represented  that  it  was  authorized  by  its  Act  of  incorpora-  J9i3,  c.  leo; 
tion,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  statutes  of  1923!  c!  so. 
1907,  to  construct  and  operate  certain  lines  of  railway  as 
therein  set  forth;  and  that  the  Company  has  commenced 
to  construct  and  operate  the  said  lines  of  railway  but  has 
been  unable  to  complete  the  same  within  the  time  fixed 
by  chapter  eighty  of  the  statutes  of  1923,  namely,  the 
13th  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight;  and  prayed  that  the  time  for  the  completion  of  its 
lines  of  railway  may  be  further  extended,  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition;  Therefore  His 
Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  The  Compan}^  may  within  five  years  from  the  passing  Extension  cf 
of  this  Act  complete  and  put  in  operation  the  lines  of  railway  completion, 
and  branch  which  the  Company  is  by  section  seven  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  Ihe  statutes  of  1907, 
section  two  of  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1918  and 
section  one  of  chapter  eighty  of  the  statutes  of  1923 
authorized  to  construct  and  operate,  namely: 

(a)  Extending  from  a  point  in  or  near  the  town  of  Latch- 
ford,  in  the  district  of  Nipissing,  now  the  district  of 
Timiskaming,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  thence 
through  the  townships  of  Coleman,  Bucke,  Dymond,

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that  Preamble, 
the  persons  hereinafter  named  may  be  constituted  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining 
and  operating  a  bridge  with  the  necessary  approaches  from 
a  point  in  the  city  of  Sarnia  or  from  a  point  in  the  village 
of  Point  Edward  or  from  a  point  in  the  township  of  Sarnia, 
all  in  the  county  of  Lambton  in  the  province  of  Ontario, 
or  from  all  the  said  points  over  the  river  St.  Clair  to  a  point 
or  points  in  the  city  of  Port  Huron  or  the  county  of  St. 
Clair  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  one  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  for  vehicular,  pedestrian,  electric  car  and  other 
purposes,  and  to  do  all  such  other  things  as  are  incidental 
or  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  these  objects,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  George  Newton  Galloway,  Canadian  National  en-  Incorporation, 
gineer,  John  Alexander  White,  salesman,  William  P^obert 

Paul,  loan  company  manager,  John  Morris  Tobin,  barber, 
Peter  Paton,  merchant,  James  Manford  Norwood,  Canadian 
National  engineer,  and  Chester  Holdsworth  Belton,  lumber 
merchant,  all  of  the  city  of  Sarnia,  in  the  county  of  Lambton, 
province  of  Ontario,  together  with  such  persons  as  become 
shareholders  in  the  Company,  are  hereby  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  "St.  Clair  Transit  Company"  herein-  corporate 
after  called  "the  Company".  name.

4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  two  million 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  may  be  called  up  by  the  directors  from  time  to  time  as 
they  deem  necessary. 


Head  office.  5,  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  at  the  city 
of  Sarnia  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  but  any  general  meeting

8.  The  Company  may  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  bridge  across  the  St.  Clair  river  for  the  passage  of  pedes- 
trians, vehicles,  carriages,  electric  cars  or  street  cars  and 
for  any  other  like  purpose,  with  all  necessary  approaches 
from  a  point  in  the  city  of  Sarnia  or  from  a  point  in  the 
village  of  Point  Edward  or  from  a  point  in  the  township 
of  Sarnia,  all  in  the  comity  of  Lambton  in  the  province  of 
Ontario,  or  from  all  of  said  points  over  the  river  St.  Clair 
to  a  point  or  points  in  the  city  of  Port  Huron  or  the  county 
of  St.  Clair  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  one  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  navigation, 
and  may  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate, 
including  lands  for  sidings  and  other  equipment  required 
for  the  convenient  working  of  traffic  to,  from  and  over  the 
said  bridge  as  the  Company  thinks  necessary  for  any  of 
the  said  purposes;  but  the  Company  shall  not  commence

(a)  Expropriate  and  take  any  lands  actually  required 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  bridge,  or  may  expropriate  and  take  an  easement 
in,  over,  under  or  through  such  lands  without  the 
necessity  of  acquiring  a  title  in  fee  simple  thereto, 
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after  the  plan  of  such  lands  has  been  approved  by  the 
Governor  in  Council;  and  all  provisions  of  the  Railway  r.s.,  c.  170. 
Act,  applicable  to  such  taking  and  acquisition  shall 
apply  as  if  they  were  included  in  this  Act;  and  all  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  which  are  applicable  R.s.,  c.  170. 
shall  in  hke  manner  apply  to  the  ascertainment  and 
the  payment  of  the  compensation  for  or  damages  to 
land  arising  out  of  such  taking  and  acquisition,  or  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  the  works  of  the 
Company; 

(b )  in  reduction  of  the  damage  or  injury  to  any  lands  Abandon- 
taken  or  affected  by  such  authorized  works,  abandon  or  I^^J^to^ 
grant  to  the  owner  or  party  interested  therein,  any  reduce 
portion  of  such  lands,  or  any  easement  or  interest  f  JJessment  ^ 
therein,  or  make  any  structures,  works  or  alterations  and  award 
in  or  upon  its  works  for  such  purposes.    And  if  the  °^^*"^^ses. 
Company  by  its  notice  of  expropriation  or  some 
subsequent  notice,  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
arbitrators,  specify  its  decision  to  take  only  such 
easement  or  imdertake  to  abandon  or  grant  such  lands 

or  easement  or  interest  in  lands,  or  to  make  such 
structures  or  works  or  alterations,  the  damages  (includ- 
ing damages,  if  any,  resulting  from  the  change  in  the 
notice  of  expropriation)  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
arbitrator  or  arbitrators  appointed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  in  view  of  such  specified  R.s..  c.

(c)  enter  into  and  upon  any  lands,  buildings  or  structures  Right  of 
proximate  to  the  said  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  ascer-  cSmpen^tion 
taining  the  state  of  repair  thereof,  and  for  devising  for  damages, 
the  best  n>eans  of  avoidiQg  any  possible  damage  which 

the  execution  of  the  authorized  works  might  occasion 
thereto,  and  make  upon  or  in  connection  therewith 
any  works,  repairs  or  renewals,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  or  mitig*ating  any  such  dan^iage,  and  the 
Company  shall  make  compensation  in  the  manner 
specified  in  the  Railway  Act,  to  all  persons  interested 
for  the  damage  sustained  by  them  (if  any)  by  reason 
of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  clause  contained; 
and  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  Railway  r.s,,  c.  170. 
Act,  shall  apply  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this 
clause  granted  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
Company  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

10.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  and  located  Location 
under  and  be  subject  to,  such  regulations  for  the  security  of  ^^^^Tof 
navigation  of  the  said  river,  as  the  Governor  in  Council  plans  by 
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prescribes  and  to  such  end  the  Company  shall  submit  to 
the  Governor  in  Council,  for  examination  and  approval, 
a  design  and  drawing  of  the  bridge,  and  a  map  of  the  location, 
giving  the  soundings  accurately,  showing  the  bed  of  the 
stream  and  the  location  of  other  bridges,  and  shall  furnish 
such  other  information  as  is  required  for  a  full  and  satis- 
factory understanding  of  the  subject,  and  until  the  said 
plans  and  location  are  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
the  bridge  shall  not  be  built  or  commenced;  and  if  any 
change  is  made  in  the  plans  of  the  said  bridge  during  its 
construction,  such  change  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  in  Council  and  shall  not  be  made  or  com- 
menced until  it  is  so  approved. 

11.  (1)  The  Company  may  issue  bonds,  debentures  or 
other  securities  in  aid  of  the  construction  herein  mentioned, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  million  dollars. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  issue  of  such  bonds 
tV.e  Company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  not 
inconsistent  with  law  or  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
in  such  form  and  containing  such  provisions  as  are  approved 
by  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders called  for  the  purpose. 

(3)  The  Company  may  charge  and  bind  the  tolls  and 
revenues  of  the  property  to  which  any  such  mortgage 
relates  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  therein  specified. 

(4)  The  bonds,  debentures  and  other  securities  of  the 
Company,  or  any  of  the  companies  referred  to  in  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen  may,  pursuant  to  any  arrangement 
in  that  behalf,  be  made  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  place  or  places  in  Canada,  or  elsewhere, 
and  may  bear  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per 
cent  per  annum  as  the  directors  think  proper. 

12.  The  directors  may  issue  as  paid-up  stock  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Company  in  payment  of  any  busi-

Canada,  enacts  as  follows : —

An  Act  respecting  the  Saint  John  River  Storage  Company. 

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.] 

WHEREAS  Saint  John  River  Storage  Company  has  by  Preamble, 
its  petition  represented  that  it  was  duly  incorporated 
by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  statutes  of  jggs 
Quebec,  1925,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  c.  ii7: 
Statutes  of  Quebec,  1927;  and  has  by  its  petition  prayed  ^"q^^^^^* 
that  it  may  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth:  and  it 
is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  There- 
fore, His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada  enacts  as 
follows : — 


1.  In  so  far  as  the  Parliament  of  Canada  has  authority  Provincial 
so  to  do  the  two  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  province  of  ad^?)ted  an 
Quebec,  set  forth  in  Schedule  "A"  to  this  Act,  are  hereby  confirmed, 
adopted  and  confirmed,  to  the  same  extent  as  if  re-enacted 
herein.

An  Act  to  amend  the  charter  of  New  Brunswick  Electric 
Power  Commission  Company. 

[Assented  to  the  1st  of  April,  1927.] 

WHEREAS  the  New  Brunswick  Electric  Power  Com- 
mission Company  has,  by  its  petition,  represented: — 
That  it  was  incorporated  by  the  Act  15  George  V,  Chapter 
117,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  flow  of  the  waters  in 
the  Madawaska  and  St.  Francis  rivers,  constructing  certain 
dams  for  the  storage  of  water,  and  other  incidental  powers 
required  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  development 
of  the  water-power  at  Grand  Falls,  in  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick ; 

That  arrangements  have  now  been  made  whereby  the 
development  of  the  water-power  at  Grand  Falls  is  to  be 
undertaken  and  carried  out  by  the  Saint  John  River  Power 
Company,  a  company  incorporated  by  the  Act  16  George 
V,  Chapter  45,  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  New  Brunswick; 

That  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  New  Bruns-

panies shall  notify  the  company  that  they  are  prepared 
to  receive  the  quantity  mentioned  in  the  authorization, 
and  the  company  shall  then  dehver  to  them  such  quan- 
tity, at  the  place  on  the  provincial  frontier  determined, 
provided,  however,  that  neither  the  Company  nor  the 
Saint  John  River  Power  Company  shall  be  bound  to 
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build  any  transmission  line  for  the  delivery  of  any  such 
power  until  the  persons,  municipaUties  or  companies 
requiring  same  shall  have  furnished  the  security  deter- 
mined by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  establishing  that  they  are  prepared 
to  utilize  such  power  and  to  pay  the  cost  thereof. 

The  said  electric  power  shall  be  sold  for  the  same 
price,  plus  the  cost  of  transmission  or  such  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  transmission  necessitated  by  the  quantity 
of  power  applied  for,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions, except  as  to  the  period  for  the  application,  notice 
and  delivery,  as  those  provided  for  in  the  agreement 
entered  into  between  the  Saint  John  River  Power  Com- 
pany and  the  New  Brunswick  Power  Commission  (re- 
produced as  Schedule  D  to  the  Act  of  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick,  16  George  V,  Chapter  45)". 

6.  Section  9  of  the  Act  15  George  V,  Chapter  117,  is 
replaced  by  the  following: — 

^'O.  To  assure  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
the  works  and  the  acquisition  of  the  immovables  coming 
within  the  scope  of  this  act,  the  company  is  authorized 
to  enter  into  agreements  from  time  to  time  with  the 
Saint  John  River  Power  Company." 

7.  This  act  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  of  its  sanction.

its  petition  prayed  that  it  may  be  enacted  as  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows: —

and  twenty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1882  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  proviso  substituted  therefor: —

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  by  the  members  Preamble, 
of  tl^e  Board  of  Governors  of  The  United  Theological 
College,  Montreal,  praying  that  an  Act  may  be  passed 
constituting  the  said  Board  a  Corporate  Body;  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  There- 
fore His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 


!•  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  The  incorporation. 
United  Theological  College,  Montreal,  an  institution  for 
the  training  of  students  for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  for 
other  forms  of  Christian  service,  established  by  a  resolution 
of  the  General  Council  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada 
passed  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  1926,  and  such  persons 
as  may  hereafter  be  appointed  Governors  of  the  Corporation, 
are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  ''The  United  Corporate 
Theological  College,  Montreal,''  in  this  Act  called  ''the 
Corporation." 

2.  The  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  educate  and  Power  to 
train  students  for  the  Christian  ministry  and  for  other  fo?The*" 
forms  of  Christian  service.  ministry. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  attaching  to  such  General 
a  corporation  by  law  and  to  those  set  forth  elsewhere  in 

this  Act,  the  Corporation  shall  have  power: — 

(a)  To  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  bequest  or 
other\\dse  any  estate  or  property,  real  or  personal, 
movable  or  immovable,  or  any  interest  or  right  to 
or  in  any  estate  or  property,  to  or  for  its  use  and  pur- 
poses. Provided  always  that  the  Corporation  shall

(h)  To  sell,  donate,  exchange,  transfer,  mortgage, 
hypothecate,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  such 
property  or  of  any  interest  therein ; 

(c)  To  borrow  money  for  the  purposes  of  the  Corpora- 
tion and  to  mortgage,  hypothecate  or  pledge  any  of 
its  property,  real  or  personal,  movable  or  immovable, 
as  security  for  any  such  loan; 

(d)  To  exercise  the  powers  enumerated  in  subsections 
(b)  and  (c)o{  this  section  in  the  same  manner  as  private 
persons,  so  that  neither  the  acquirer  of  property  from 
nor  the  lender  of  money  to  the  Corporation  is  to  be 
concerned  as  to  the  application  of  the  moneys  or  other 
considerations  given  to  the  Corporation  or  the  moneys 
lent  thereto; 

(e)  To  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  to 
do  all  such  lawful  acts  or  things  as  it  may  deem 
expedient  for  the  exercise  of  any  power  requisite  to 
carry  out  its  purposes;

4.  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
a  Board  of  Governors,  consisting  of  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  General  Council  of 
The  United  Church  of  Canada  at  each  regular  session 
thereof,  which  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such 
officers  and  officials  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  and  delegate 
any  of  its  powers  to  Executive  and  other  Committees,  and 
to  frame  such  rules  of  order  and  procedure  for  the  conduct 
of  its  business  as  it  may  deem  proper.  One-fourth  of  the

7.  The  Corporation  shall  have  a  Senate  composed  of  the  Senate, 
members  of  the  Faculty,  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
fifteen  other  persons  appointed  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Governors  jointly  to  hold  office  for  the  space  of 
two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  Vacancies 
may  be  filled  by  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Governors  jointly. 


8.  The  Principal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  ex-officio  Principal 
President  of  the  Senate  and  Chairman  of  the  Faculty,  and  corporation, 
shall  have  such  other  powers  and  prerogatives  as  the
